The 25th Commencement Exercises of the School of Nursing 


‘And Samuel took a stone... and erected it... and said, 
‘Hitherto hath the LORD helped us.’ ” These were the open- 
ing words of Rev. Fuad Melki, a pastor in Lebanon, ad- 
dressing the 25th Commencement Exercises of the Christian 
Medical Center School of Nursing.. 

A little history of the Christian Medical Center (CMC) is 
necessary to understand the impact of Rev. Melki’s words. 

In 1947, Dr. Puzant Krikorian, Dr. Peter Manoogian and 

Mr. Augustine Badeer planned the details of a hospital that 
was later to be known as the CMC Hospital. At the time, 
they were stepping into an unknown future but with the true 
conviction that God was with them. The building was erect- 
ed as a true venture of faith. Their confidence in our 
Heavenly Father far outweighed their financial means. The 
many difficulties they faced did not deter them from achiev- 
ing their goal because our three pioneers knew very well that 
a hospital run with a spirit of service, based on Christian 
Principles, could not but be within God’s will and plan. 

The CMC Hospital was established to manifest an inter- 
nal spiritual aim... It was built as a testimony to a Christian 
experience. To give flesh to the love that filled the hearts of 
dedicated people. It was built to materialize the dedication 
and love of Christian doctors. “‘Today, at the end of a work 
that has been done for the LORD and as we glance back,”’ 


said Rev. Melki, ‘‘we can say with Samuel: ‘Hitherto the 
LORD hath helped us.’ ”’ 


The dateline of the Hospital will best describe its history: 

1948—The first stage of the building project was completed 
and work started; 

1949—The Dedication Service of the Center was done; also 
the first class of the School of Nursing was com- 
menced with six students; 

1952—The “‘first fruits” of the School of Nursing with six 
graduates; 

1955-56—Top two floors built to complete project require- 
ments; 

1974—Decision to sell the building long before the Lebanese 
Civil War; 

1977—25th Graduating Class of the School of Nursing, the 
29th year of the Hospital and the end of its formal 
work. To date, the number of graduates total 123. 


The AMAA’s own evaluation of the work of the found- 
ers, though unbeknown to Rey. Melki, was well expressed 
by him: ‘‘As for you our brothers, Dr. Manoogian, Dr. 
Krikorian and Mr. Badeer, and for all those who stood by 
you in your ministry, you are the ‘Samuels’ who took the 
stone of help with your two hands and planted it in this 
place saying, ‘Hitherto the LORD hath helped us.’ The 
place declared to you that you should be proud of the many 
who have gone out from this place to the world to preach the 
same message you believed in, cherished and served. The 
stones tell us that the LORD who has helped us will still 
help. The LORD who has kept us still keeps... The LORD 
who has blessed shall also bless....”’ 


As the Scriptures say, for everything there is a time. A 
time to dream, a time to give up dreaming; a time to start 
and a time to stop. Our brothers, who claim advanced age 


(in the case of two anyway) has led them to the decision to 
close, continue to hope that God will raise others to pick up 
the job. In the words of Mr. Badeer: ‘‘As we were advancing 
in age we tried our best to find some new owners for the 
continuation of the hospital. We left no possibility un- 
tapped, but sorry to say all our efforts proved fruitless. We 
were and still are praying and are very desirous of seeing this 
institution continue as a Christian witness, and a center for 
medical service. So far God has not shown us the way 
clearly.’’

INVENTOR OSCAR BANKER: 
A Success Story 


‘Unless Thomas Edison worked for 
a General Motors or U.S. Government 
research, he could not earn enough to 
eat if he were alive today.”’ 

So states Oscar H. Banker, one of 
the world’s foremost inventors, and a 
Clevelander since 1960. 

Armenian-born Assadoor (gift from 
God) Sarafian (money-changer) came 
into this world on the cold floor of a 
cave in Moonjooson, Turkey, in 1895. 
Today, Ohio inventor Oscar Banker, 
who was that baby, clearly remembers 
how his family and other Armenians 
fled the rapacious Turkish massacres 
of that era. 

Ultimately, Oscar arrived safely in 
America at 18. Not so his mother, 
grandmother, brother, _ sister, and 
mother-in-law. They were butchered 
by the Turks or banished into the 
desert to die. 

As a youth fresh from Armenia, 
nearly refused at Ellis Island due to 
frail health, Oscar Banker—an Amerl- 
canization of his Armenian name—in- 

d the sweet air of freedom here, a 
taste he has never forgotten. In time, 
his inventive wizardry would establish 
him throughout the world as ‘‘father 
of the automatic automotive transmis- 
sion,’’ as inventor of the first helicop- 
ter transmissions in World War II and 
the first practical needleless inocula- 
tion gun in 1967, and as the holder of 
more than 300 other patents in a wide 
variety of fields. 

Series never obtained a formal high 
school education but is listed in Who: S 
Who in America and Who’s Who in 
the World. 

Among engineers and inventors he is 
remembered as the man who battled— 
and won—against the largest car man- 
ufacturer in the world, forcing it to 
abandon what Banker called the 
‘“‘booby-trap’’ shift pattern (no 
‘neutral’? gear between forward and 
reverse). 

Many engineers, however, blame 
Banker for creating troublesome Ralph 
Nader, who picked up Oscar’s crusade

and wrote his ‘‘Unsafe At Any Speed”’ 
in which he quoted Banker widely. 

One piece of humor which illustrates 
both his individualism and freedom 
and humor, is the conversation between 
him and uis gas station man: ‘ 

‘In a moment of weakness, 
Banker chuckles, ‘‘I told my gas 
station man that I was the father of 
automatic transmission in cars. He 
gave me a strange look and said, ‘So 
you are the guy responsible for the 


mess we are in. You should have been 
shot!’”’ 

“*T was shocked,’’ Banker says, ‘‘but 
asked why. 

**He said, ‘Well, if it was not for the 
automatic transmission, all of the 
women, kids, and nitwits would not be 
driving cars, cluttering the roads and 
streets with vehicles. I still say you 
should have been shot!”’’ 

“I said, ‘Carl, I think you have a 
point there,’ and J shut up.”’ 

A book manuscript of the Banker 
story, WARS“AND TRAUMAS OF 
THE BASEMENT INVENTOR, 
narrated by Mr. Banker, himself, is 
presently being completed by Robert 
Hull Features. The Executive Director 
received a letter from Robert Hull 
Features, informing him that he is 
assisting Oscar at this time in the com- 
pletion of his autobiography and 
requests of him the following: 

“IT know you are aware of just how 
difficult it is to publish a first book 
these days. Mr. Banker thought that 
perhaps an Armenian publisher might 
be very desirous of publishing this 
book, thus helping to publicize the 
stories and the recognized good works 
of fellow Armenians in America.’’

At age 82, Banker still vigorously in- 
vents in the basement of his modest 
home. A gentle man by instinct, full of 
good humor and jokes, he becomes a 
tenacious, clawing lion, when, in his 
view, the rights of private inventors 
and private citizens are tread upon. 

Mr. Banker’s gentle and loving side 
comes alive with his support of the 
AMAA’s Child Education Sponsor- 
ship of elementary and Istanbul Youth 

Home children from 1957 up to today— 
a 21 year investment in Armenian youth, 
most of whom have moved on in life to 
great positions and hopefully one of 
whom will walk in the steps of Oscar 
Banker as an inventor. 


Richard Yardumian, Composer 
of International Fame

the classics came through his pianist-brother, Elijah, who 
taught him a range of piano works from Bach to the roman- 
tics. At the age of 14, while still a student in the Philadelphia 
school system, he wrote his first work, a piano piece. It was 
not until the age of 22, however, that Yardumian began his 
formal music education, studying harmony with William 
Happich, counterpoint with Alexander Matthews, and piano 
with George Boyle. He came to the attention of José Iturbi, 
who schooled him in piano technique, and of Leopold 
Stokowski, who encouraged his self-study of recommended 
works. Yardumian’s broad musical appreciation, stemming 
from his childhood exposure to music of all kinds, led to in- 
tensive research in musicology, through which he had gained 
an extensive knowledge of ancient modal systems and of 
regional American music. 

The first public presentation of any of Yardumian’s 
works came in 1945, when DESOLATE CITY was performed 
by the Philadelphia Orchestra under the direction of Eugene 
Ormandy. Since that time, the Philadelphia Orchestra has 
given nearly 100 performances of his works, 10 of which 
have been world premieres. His talent is internationally 
recognized, and he has received numerous commissions, 

The compound influence of all those factors which 
shaped Yardumian’s musical personality is apparent in the 
diversity of his compositions, which range from folk, to im- 
pressionistic, to modern. The forms in which he writes in- 
clude suites, symphonies, concertos, choral works, chamber 
music, piano and violin solos. The larger number of his 
compositions are for orchestra. Among the best-known is 
the “‘ARMENIAN SUITE”’ which, except for the Finale, 
was written at the age of 19. One of the movements from 
this work is famous as the news theme of ‘Voice of 
America’’ beamed broadcasts which is to Armenia and the 
Middle East. His Mass, ‘““COME, CREATOR SPIRIT,”’ 
composed on commission for the 125th anniversary of Ford- 
. ham University, has been hailed as a major addition to the 
Catholic liturgy—a distinguished accomplishment for a 
non-Catholic composer who has also introduced into the 
Mass Armenian Apostolic Hymnology. Another of his 


Few men have been able to perceive, 
embrace, and master as many opposite 
sides of music as has Richard Yardum- 
ian. His music reflects the diversity of 
the various influences in his life, influ- 
ences of his Armenian Christian back- 
ground; its message is universal, but 
speaks individually to each person. 

Yardumian, of Armenian ancestry, 
was born in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 
on April 5, 1917. His father, Rev. Haig 
Y. Yardumian, was the moderator of 
the Armenian Protestant Churches in 
America, who being a friend of Wood- 
row Wilson, requested that freedom for 
Armenia be included in Wilson’s 14 
Point Edict at end of World War I. 
The first music he heard may well have 
been the Armenian melodies played by 
his mother, an organist. Exposure to

Project, produced the chorale-prelude, ‘“VENI, SANCTE 
SPIRITUS.”’ Through this piece, as through all of his 
works, comes the voice of quiet assurance and serenity, a 
sanctuary in these noisy and discordant times. 

As critics of Yardumian’s music have said, the generating 
element in his music is its ever-present spirituality, through 
which he has achieved a highly personalized musical 
language, essentially timeless and eternal. 

It will be a privilege for Armenians to have in their music 
library Yardumian’s new recording HNH 4043. In 1976 the 
recording of ‘SYMPHONY NO. ONE,”’ ‘““ARMENIAN 
SUITE” and ‘‘CANTUS ANIMAE ET CORDIS”’ recorded 
with Anshel Brusilow and the Bournemouth Symphony, 
also on EMI Records, was selected Pick of The Year in 
London by Records And Recordings critic Robert Dearling. 
This disc is being distributed in the U.S.A. by HNH Records 
and is available in most record shops. Copies of his record 
can be obtained by mailing this coupon to the Armenian 
Missionary Association of America.

latest reception given in the White 
House by President Carter to 150 Ar- 
menians, had introduced new direc- 
tions for Armenians and made them 
truly visible in Government circles. Mr. 
Momjian stressed the need for new ap- 
proaches and outlined his plans for the 
Ellis Island Remembered Project under 
the ‘‘Umbrella of the AMAA’, Ar- 
menians will beautify part of Ellis 
Island, a gate of entry of Armenian 
immigrants into the United States, by 
planting trees in a specified area to 
remember fathers and mothers of 
American-Armenians who came to the 
U.S. through Ellis Island. A Memorial 
Plaque on a large rock will be placed in 
the center of the landscaped portion of 
Ellis Island to memorialize our im- 
migrant fathers and mothers. The Ellis 
Island Remembered Day will be Sep- 
tember 23, 1978. Boats will plough the 
Hudson to the Island and back to 
Manhattan Dock all day, with visitors 
being provided with lunch of chorek, 
cheese, olives and cucumber—the 
staple food of Armenian immigrants. 
The outing will be followed by a Din- 
ner at a Customs Building on the 
Docks of Manhattan. 

Following the speech of Mr. Mom- 
jian, which received a_ standing 
ovation, Miss Sylvia Kutchukian, 
Dramatic Soprano of great charm and 
talent, provided vocal selections to the 
rousing applause of the banqueters.

HAIGAZIAN COLLEGE 
GRADUATES PAY TRIBUTE 
TO THE MEHAGIANS 


During the banquet honoring the 
Mehagians, founders and supporters 
of Haigazian College, tributes were 
paid to them by friends and the College 
Trustees, but the touching ones were 
from Haigazian graduates. 

Dr. Kegham Tashjian, 1967 graduate 
of Haigazian College, who went on to 
earn his Ph.D. in Special Education 
from UCLA in June 1976 and serves as 
Administrative Assistant at Sophia T. 
Salvin School of Los Angeles Unified 
School District serving 350 handicap- 
ped children, Said: 

“J. am here tonight because 
Haigazian College existed and still 
exists. I am here tonight because of 
Mr. and Mrs. Mehagian. I am here to- 
night because of the many others that 
followed Mr. and Mrs. Mehagian in 
making donations and contributed to 
the college. I am not the only one 
though, there are hundreds who have 
lived in the same circumstances I lived 
in... the majority of Haigazian students 
that I have seen and I have talked to 
and have gone to school with were in 
the same boat I was. Haigazian College 
was our only hope.’’ 

Bishop Sandaet Lapajian, former 
Prelate of the Western Prelacy of the 
Armenian Apostolic Church, extended 
his gratitude for the opportunity 
Haigazian College became for him: 

“Great many things in life can be 
returned or repaid in full; at times two- 
fold, three-fold, and even ten-fold, but 
no person is ever able to repay the op- 
portunity given to him. That, in my 
belief, is the one thing and the one 
highest good in life that men can do to 
One another. Haigazian College has 


fully justified her calling in giving a 
helping hand to many who have been 
sincerely in search for light and wider 
horizons in service to the Armenian 
people in particular, and to humanity 
in general. May God bless and prosper 
our dear college so that it may bring 
forth fruits according to the words of 
the gospel, ‘Thirty-fold, sixty-fold, 
and a hundred-fold’ especially in these 
times of spiritual famine and poverty.”’ 

Ani Najarian, a graduate of the Col- 
lege, who has also been secretary to 
the President for 16 years, ended her 
testimony with the following words: 

“JT wish to express my gratitude to 
Mr. and Mrs. Mehagian from several 
perspectives. As an Armenian for the 
opportunity of receiving higher educa- 
tion at the only Armenian College out- 
side Soviet Armenia. As a Christian for 
a college that instills Christian values in 
young scholars. As a student lacking 
financial resources for a college that 
provides scholarships to qualifying 
students. As a Lebanese for an institu- 
tion of higher learning that provides 
means for raising the educational level 
of my fellow citizens.”’

GARABED KEUHNELIAN 
There are times when it is emotional- 

ly difficult to bring oneself to announce 

the death of a good and God-fearing 
man. That was our experience in the 
case of Mr. Garabed Keuhnelian, an 
ardent devotee and volunteer worker 

of the Armenian Missionary Associa- 

tion of America. Mr. Keuhnelian, 

Honorary Treasurer of the AMAA, 

and its Treasurer for seven years (1960- 

1966) entered his eternal rest on Mon- 

day, April 24, 1978, at 1:00 a.m. He was 

4 man with intense desire to help his 

fellowmen and equally adamant to re- 

main anonymous in services he ren- 

dered.

joint investing thus continuing an 


amicable business association lasting 
half a century. Garabed was married to 
Marie Buchakjian in 1925, with the 
couple being blessed with two children. 
' A man with the ability to organize and 
analyze situations quietly, pour oil on 
troubled waters and give the im- 
pression solutions were the results of 
the combatants’ own ideas, he became 
a coveted guide and counselor. These 
and other traits made him a valuable 
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member of the Armenian Presbyterian 
Church of West New York, of which 
he became Treasurer and held the of- 
fice for 23 years. Utilizing his business 
experience, he completely revised the 
financial management and the book- 
keeping methods of the Church. and, 
during those lean years when pastors in 
many churches were not provided with 
salaries regularly, under his manage- 
ment the pastor of the Armenian Pres- 
byterian Church received his monthly 
check on schedule, even when the 
treasury was in deficit. Aside from his 
membership in the AMAA, as Board 
member and Treasurer, and later as 
Honorary Treasurer, he was also an ac- 
tive member of the Hudson County 
Chapter of the AGBU and served in 
various offices during a period of fifty 
years. As Treasurer of the AMAA, he 
became an unpaid full-time worker 
making thew*\MAA jump forward 
miraculously. 

In the words of Dr. Harry Seneca, a 
friend of Mr. Garabed Keuhnelian, 
‘They don’t make men like him 
anymore.’’ Naturally, specially with 
loving help from his wife Marie. 

Funeral services were from the Ar- 
menian Presbyterian Church at 140 
Forest Avenue, Paramus, N.J. on 
Saturday, April 29, 1978, at 11:00 a.m. 
The Rev. Bernard Guekguezian, pastor 
of the deceased, and this writer, a 
respectful colleague of the late 
Honorary Life Treasurer of the 
AMAA, took part in the service. The 
former, in a great tribute, stated that as 
a result of his acquaintance with Mr. 
Keuhnelian, he experienced a ‘‘taste of 
heaven,’’ that Mr. Keuhnelian made 
“cheaven of earth.’’ This writer demon- 
strated that like all Armenians of the 
tragic events in Turkey, Garabed was 
a pilgrim who ‘“‘sat down, wept, and 
harped his harp upon the willows— 
when he remembered Zion.’’ It was 
pointed out he was a ‘‘compassionate’’ 
and a ‘‘peace-loving’’ pilgrim, a 
modern Barnabas who _ smoothed 
rough waters by pouring calming oil 
for his experiences of cruelty led him to 
be generous and his Christian beliefs 
led him to accept that peacemakers are 
blessed by God. 

Following interment at Washington 
Memorial Park, Paramus, a memorial 
meal was served at the Social Hall of 
the Armenian Presbyterian Church, 
140 Forest Avenus, sponsored by the 
Daughters of Vartan. 


The family have requested that 
remembrances in lieu of flowers may 
be made to the AMAA for the benefit 
of poor children and their education in 
Istanbul or other areas of need. 

The Board of Directors and its Presi- 
dent and Executive Director; the 
Executive Council of the AEU-NA and 
its Moderator; and all his colleagues 

join in extending deepfelt sympathies 
to his gracious wife Marie, children 
John and Dian, and five grandchild- 
ren, as well as the immediate kin. May 
God be revealed to each one of them 
even in this time of sorrow. :
